That was the opinion given 
Iiy City Attorney C. T. Hippy 
to the city council Tuesday 
night when a petition signet) 
by 17 businessmen and others 
asking that marble tables for 
token payouts be allowed to 
operate here "the same as in 
other cities."

The petitioners declared that 
operation .of the gaming de­ 
vices "was essential to our 
business and we are losing . 
revenue to other cities because 
we do not have them." Mem­ 
bers of the council pointed 
out that'the city did not stop 
the alleged gambling ma­ 
chines, that the state and 
ounty ruled them out and it 
as up to the people of the 

state to legalize gambling be­ 
fore the city can do anything 
about it. The petition was 
ordered filed.
